In Most Parts of the World There H 
tome Fanciful Belief ConoenK 
Ins the Moisture. 



Tn many places dew is looked upon 
aa tears of the angels and of the 
soula in purgatory shed on account 
of the sin"? of human beinps upon 
earth; and dew is collected to bo 
used to cure certain diseasea, eape- 
cially tho-o of the eyes, etc., freckles, 
baldness, cramps, open wounds and 
cuts, rhenmaiiiBi, alda diaeuea, 
burns, etc. 

The Tirtuea of the dew aa a beaniy 
wash are alao well known. One le^ 
end tells how 1^ licking the dew off 
the plants on a certain morning 
when all the birds drink it one can 
earn their language. 

Another folk belief is that "naked, 
or with only their shirts on, the 
witehe^>Bt the time of the new 
moon, 'CoUiBet the dew from the grass 
with bark sieves ; by this means they 
deprive of their milk' thfi'oowa that 
have been pastured on the grass, and 
as soon aa their sieves are full of dew 
they know t&at UHlr pota at home 
are full df milk. The Polish people 
of Wongiowitz call the dew on which 
the birds are supposed' to feed ptaiilie 
mleko, i. e., "birds' milk.**— Journal 
of BeUgiona Psychology.
